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S Taylor tests college 


Anthropology professor draws 30 day 
suspension; busted on possession 


Citing “compelling evidence that a 
professor had smoked marijuana and 
passed marijuana cigarettes to others in 
his class,” SSC administratorsF riday night 
suspended Clark L. Taylor, Jr., associate 
anthropology professor for 30 days. 

The following day Taylor was arrested 
on a charge of possessing marijuana for 
sale after police found about a kilo of 
marijuana in his 2508 Portola Way 
residence 

Taylor, who was released after posting a 
$2,200 bond at city jail, admitted the 
marijuana was his and agreed to sign a 
statement to that effect, saying he 
wanted to maxe a test case out of his 
arrest. 

Originally Taylor had hopes of being 
arrested on campus while smoking 4 
marijuana cigarette during class, 
expressing a belict that it was within the 
boundaries of academic behavior to use 
marijuana “ in the pursuit and 
transmission of knowledge ”  Taylor’s 
classes include The Evolution of Religious 


Consciousness and Culture and 
Personality. 

As a result of his suspension, the 
Evolution of Religious Consciousness 


class has been cancelled. Students in the 
class will have the option of dropping the 





course or continuing on, receiving credit 
for a 199 special problems course 

Taylor's other classes Anthropology 
103. Culture and Personality. and 
Anthropology 137, Peoples of Latin 
Aiserica- will be taught by substitute 
teachers. 

Janis Silva, a graduate assistant, will take 
over the 137 class while another graduate 
assistant, Allan Darrah, will teach the 
daytime 103 section 

The evening 103 section will be taught 
by Gilbert Herdt Although _ tinal 
authority to hire these te achers has not 
been granted, no problems are 
anticipated, an anthropology department 
spokesman said 

Hearing procedures will be set up during 
the 30-day suspension period = to 
determine what additiona! action, if any 
shall be taken against Taylor 

The anthropology professor sa’d he was 
glad the matter was out in the open 
because he wants to have the question of 
marijuana in class tested under the 
procedures of the California State College 
system 

Meanwhile, Taylor is expected to he 
arraigned sometime this week before 
Judge Sheldon Grossfeld on the 
marijuana charges

Located in the «xtremities of the lost 
world, Ombudsman Jim Holden sits 
waiting for his next task. The phone 
rings. One the other enda student states 
his problem and Holden trudges across 
campus in search of solution 

it’s hard on the feet since everything 1s 
on the other side of the campus trom the 
Ombudsman’s office. But that’s one of 
the hazards of being Ombudsman 

The other hazard, at least lately, 1s 
loneliness. The Ombudsman hasn't been 
as busy as he has been tn the past. There 
are two strains of thought explaining this 
A) there aren’t any problems on campus 
and B) a Jot of people still aren't sure 
what. who, which or why the 
Ombudsman is. The nature of this 
institution elminates A; therefore, B 

To best determine what the 
Ombudsman does, one should first realize 
why he does it. As the number of people 
at the college increases, the need for 
standardized procedures for processing 
them increases. Often the faculiy, 
administration and staff, become more 
concerned with the sanctity of the 
procedures than the sanity of the 


individual. Those who run into this 
bureaucratic wall are often lost in the 
rulebook unless there is someone with 
influence to help present their case. yw 

the powers given him are wolf 
investigation and disclosure. While he 
cannot overturn a decision, he can 
inguire, negotiate and persuade. His 
power, then, is unofficial 

But. he is independent responsible to 
no single person or office He is not an 
apologist for the administration, a 
spokesman for the faculty, a student 
advocate or watchdog for the staff. He 
quite simply represents anyone who has 
suffered an injustice 

The injustice may be 4a major crisis OF 
just one of the many little affronts that 
build up every day. Whichever it may be, 
the Ombudsman is there to help correct 
the situation. He exists for everyone's 
use, not just the students’ even though 
the service was primarily designed for 
their use. 

The Ombudsman's services, Holden 
emphasizes, ‘are available to any student, 
faculty member, _ staff member or 
administrator who desires them. The only 
requirement is a trek across the campus 
to building TLL 6.
